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Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-5, 7, 9-19 and 21 would be rejected as being obvious over Takagai in view of Farley. With respect to amended claim 1, Farley 
discloses the bridge (backup plate and actuator block) having a carrying body (chuck body) and a positive-locking support (a number of 
screws) for connection to at least one headstock (fig. 2). Similarly, claim 19 would be rejected since Farley discloses removable chuck 
assembly (workpiece mount) and attaching another chuck that includes a bridge. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that Farley does not teach or suggest a bridge that recieves a forge force. Examiner disagrees. Farley disclsoes that the 
bakcup plate (52) and actuator block (40) receive axial thrust and avoid distortion or damage to the workpiece (col. 3, lines 16-29). 
Applicant also argues that compared with Farley, the bridge of present Invention significantly increases the service life of the spindle; Farley 
fails to disclose such advantages. In response. Examiner contends that an apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of 
structure rather than function (MPEP 21 14). The bridge of Farley Is reasonably expected to Improve the service life of the spindle. 
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
